What is viewed in some quarters as political shenanigans 


by the backers of State's Atty. Morey Pires, i. e., the "Warner 


^Machine," to embarrass newly-elected Circuit Judge Robert 


Bracken, was becoming evident today. 


There was indication of some back-of-the-scenes wire- 


pulling to deny Judge Bracken the customary right of a judge 
to appoint his own probation officer and master-in-chancery 
'in the county in which he resides. 
This would, in effect, give the "Warner machine" the 


political patronage in a campaign in which it was thoroughly 
discredited by the voters of Lee county. 


Apparently the plan would work like this: 
The disenfranchised "Warner machine" has exerted suf- 
ficient pressure in Ogle and Stephenson counties to gain the 
backing of the followers of the-other two elected circuit 


judges. Judge Leon Zick, Oregon, and Judge Harry Wheat, of 
Freeport. 
By gaining the support of Zick and Wheat, it could over- 


ride the vote of Judge;Bracken in the final endorsement of 
any candidates proposed by the Lee county judge. 


This became evident Wednesday when Atty. Edward 


Merrick, Dixon, probation officer under retiring Circuit Judge 


• George C. Dixon, withdrew his resignation given-to Judge 


Bracken on July 1.

He 
said he wanted to withdraw his 


•resignation. 


When asked by a reporter the 


reason for his action, Merrick said 
"I just received a call from Judge 
Zick' who asked me to remain 
on a* probation officer. He said 
Judge Wheat supported him In 
this." 
A probation officer is a circuit 


official and, if supported by the 
majority of the judges, can come 
from anywhere in the circuit. How- 


0ever. it has been customary for 


resident judges to name these of- 
ficers In the county in which he 
resides.'

Should he be successful in gain-

in naming Warner-backed 


candidates in Lee county, he will 
have, in effect, ^salvaged some of 
the choice plums nominally be- 
longing to the winning candidate, 
Judge Bracken. 


The master in chancery post 


also remains an unsolved mystery. 


Dixon Seeks Post 


It is reliably reported that Atty. 


John Dixon of the Dixon law firm 
of Dixon, Bales and Gunner, sub- 
mitted to Judge Bracken a peti- 
tion requesting his appointment as 
master. 


The petition bore the endorse- 


ment of 28 Lee county lawyers, 
the great majority of the Lee 
County Bar association. Filing of 
a petition signed by the majority 
of the lawyers in each county has, 
until now, been the custom. 


Judge Bracken, when questioned, 


said that he forwarded the peti- 
tion to Judge Zick.

the, June 4 election . judges were 
erroneous and resulted in an In- 
correct tabulation of the votes. 


The three sitting judges are 


named in the suit and the legal 
answers are to be filed by Aug 
6. A check discloses that-no an- 
swers have yet been filed by any 
of the three involved. 


Also to be decided is the judge 


to hear the case. The three jurists 
involved are disqualified to act 
and are faced with the alternative 
of choosing a mutually acceptable 
judge or requesting the state su- 
preme court to name one.

Soviet Minister Tells Quakers 
Russia Ready to Talk 'Business9 


MOSCOW—(AP)—A group of British Quakers left for home to 


day after hearing Deputy Foreign Minister Jacob A. Malik tell them 
Russia is ready for "businesslike" negotiations with the West on world 
issues and docs not want to export its revolution. 


The Quakers told Western news 


men yesterday that these were 
among replies made to a seven- 
point peace program they present- 
ed to Malik at a meeting Thurs- 
day night Western observers are 
waiting with interest to see if the 
news of the Malik-Quaker talks 
are published in the Soviet Press. 


Britisher's Reaction 


A member of the British group 


said he was "both encouraged and 
disappointed" by the interview 
with Malik. He said he was en- 
couraged because of the time and 
attention the Soviet government 
had given to them and disappoint- 
ed because Malik answered by 
merely calling attention to past 
Soviet statements and actions on 
the subject. 


Western diplomats, remember- 


ing -that Malik's last public state- 
ment In New York led to the Ko- 
wan crase-fire talks, were highly 
interested in tUc exchange al- 
though one of them described the 
Quaker mission as a "very old 
affair." He said the handling of 
foreign affairs should be left to 
•governments and qualified expert* 


and not to self-appointed delega 
tions. 


Seven Point Program 


The Quakers said they"snowed 


the seven-point program to British 
Foreign Secretary Herbert Mor 
rison inv London before giving i 
to Malik here.

WASHINGTON—(AP)—Armed with a quotation from Martin 


Luther, Senator Douglas (D-I11) is embarked on what he calls a "strug- 
gle" with the president" over two federal judgeship appointments. 


Asserting that he has no per- 


sonal resentment against Presi- 
dent Truman and is loathe to make 
the fight, Douglas quoted In the 
original German Luther's "God 
helping me, I can do no other" in 
explaining his stand. Luther was 
the 16th century friar who re- 
belled against the authority of the 
pope of the Roman Catholic church 
and set up the reformed church. 


Will Oppose Choices 


The Illinois senator explained 


his stand on the judgeship contro- 
versy -to a reporter after he had 
announced he will oppose personal- 
ly the nominations of Joseph J. 
Drucker and Cornelius J. Harring- 
ton when they come before the 
senate judiciary committee .next 
week.

Hayf ever Victim May Get More 
Relief From New, Purer Serum 


EVANSTON, ILL. — A purer, 


more potent- ragweed pollen ex- 
tact which may prove a boon to 
tra nation's hay fever sufferers 
has been developed by scientists 
at Northwestern university. • 


The substance, which can be 


used either in skin tests for hay 
fever e>r in immunization against 
the allergy, will be used in treat- 
ment of patients for the first time 
this summer. 


The research workers are Dr. 


Theodore B, Bernstein, associate 
if medicine at Northwestern's 
medical school; Dr. Raymond P. 
Mariella, Northwestern assistant 
professor of chemistry; and Anne 
L. Mosher,. graduate student in 
chemistry. 


Explain Method 


Dr. Mariella revealed that the 


new preparation is obtained by 
dripping yellow ragrwecd solution 
through a glass tube filled with a 
special acidic aluminum oxide. The 
F0ki wash removes pigments and 
impurities and leaves a colorless, 
active filtrate from which a puri- 
fied and potent ragweed extract is 
prepared. 


The Northwestern university in- 


vestigators estimate that they 
have been able to remove almost 
all the impurities of the pollen ex- 
tract. Material formerly in use 
was almost 40 per cent impure. 


The experiments with ragweed 


l^len, which were initiated by Dr. 


. Bernstein more than two years 
ago, are being extended to extracts 
of molds, dusts, and foods. 


May Prove Invaluable 


Food and other substances used 


in testing for allergy still contain 
pigments and other irritants which 
may produce false positive skin 
reactions. The university scientists 
believe that these irritants will be 
eliminated from extracts prepared 
)9 their new method, which may 
prove invaluable in testing pa- 
tients suspected of allergy. 


Immunization by injection of 


pollen extracts for pollen hay fev- 
er and asthma is still the most 
satisfactory treatment 
for pro- 


viding relief to the country's three 
to six million sufferers. 


Because medical science does not 


yet offer a complete cure for hay 
fever and other allergic diseases, 
^rk on improving immunization 
methods against these states is the 
most fruitful basis of investiga- 
tion, according to Dr. Bernstein.

Most vacation homes arc fire 


traps! 


That's the opinion of fire pre- 


vention authorities, who point out 
that cabins and cottages often are 
constructed of flammable materi- 
als, isolated from quick service by 
organized 
fire departments and 


not equipped to fight fires. 


In addition to these conditions 


which invite destructive fire, va- 
cationists are regarded by safety 
officials as the world's most care- 
less people. And fire hazards us- 
ually are the result of carelessness, 
the experts declare. 


Kids and Matches 


Common hazards include letting 


children play with matches, throw- 
ing lighted cigarettes into dry 
foliage, stimulating bonfires with 
kerosene and gasoline, failing to 
extinguish bonfires completely be- 
fore leaving them and allowing 
rubbish 
to accumulate 
in and 


around cottages. 


This last habit of vacationists is 


recognized as being especially haz- 
ardous 
because 
rubbish 
burns 


quickly and often enables fires to 
encircle cabins and cottages before 
people can be evacuated. 


To prevent this, occupants of 


part-time homes are urged to pro- 
vide garbage cans for storing all 
waste materials until they can be 
disposed of permanently.

ance against fires, cabin and cot- 
tage residents are reminded to be 
prepared to fight fires that do 
start.

House Wraps Around Outdoors Patio 


House of Ideas Puts Outdoors 
Into 20th Century living 


NEW YORK—A house in the 


country sheltered from the worka- 
day world and congested traffic, 
ivhere there are trees and flowers 
and birds, where children can play, 
and where the whole family can 
ive with the outdoors—that, in 
he broad sense of its meaning, is 
he dream of virtually every father 
and mother. 


The answer to such a house, in 


effect, is the House of Ideas at 
Upper Brookville, Long Island. 


Designed and built at an approx- 


mate cost of 545,000, and opened 
to public view In June, the< House 
of Ideas stands in the center of 
two acres of land secluded from 
;he road by clumps of evergreens 
and native trees. It is of contempo- 
rary design and built to hug the 
gently sloping contours of the site 
with living and' bedroom wings 
connected by an entrance gallery 
to form a graceful "U" around a 
nature-packed patio for outdoor 
living. The whole picture is one of 
privacy and serenity. 


All One Floor 


The house is all on one floor 


with no basement. Exterior siding 
is natural red cypress put on ver- 
tically. Basically, there are three 
wings—service, living and .bed- 
room. 


The service wing reaches out 


toward the road and is closed off 
at the front by a 'commodious 
garden storage closet and a car- 
port for two cars. Adjacent to this 
the walled area of the wing has a 
12 by 14-foot kitchen with full 
electrical equipment. 


The living wing has a 31 by 16 


foot living room with woodburmng 
fireplace of stone that forms vir< 
tually the whole end wall, a dining 
area, and screened living porch, 
10 by 17 feet. Guest-study with pri- 
vate bath, ana 18'i by 13-foot 
master bedroom 
with mirrored 


dressing room and bath, a 201,-! by 
14%-foot children's playroom that 
can be converted by a folding par- 
tition into two individual sleeping 
rooms, and the main bathroom 
make up the bedroom wing.

esque setting, whole walls of glass 
face onto the patio from the living 
room and entrance gallery. Like- 
wise, the terrace side of the bed- 
room wing is lined with picture 
windows as is one wall of the 
kitchen, all looking out onto na- 
ture's ever-changing pictures. 


Interior dry wall construction 


permits flexibility of arrangement 
f and when partition changes are 
desired. The floor slab is poured 
concrete covered in the service 
and portions of the bedroom wings 
with asphalt tile, and in the living 
room with cork tile. The gallery is 
saved with flagstone. One wall of 
Lhe living room and one of the 
gallery pick up the cypress siding 
used on the exterior to emphasize 
the close relationship with the out- 
doors. These walls are rubbed with 
white lead to get a warmer blend- 
ing of tone with interior furnish- 
ings.

With the extensive use of radi-

Congress Fails to Act to Slice 


Post Office Deficit 


The 82nd session of congress came in for some sharp 


criticism today in a radio broadcast by John Stuart, chairman 
of the Illinois Citizens committee for the Hoover report, for 
delay in enacting the post office reforms recommended by the 
bipartisan Hoover commission. Stuart said that one bill—de- 
* signed to remove politics and patronage from the post office 
department—has been lying on the table of the senate post 
office and civil service committee for over a year. 


"The survey of the bipartisan Hoover commission," he 


said, "has set down, in black and white, just'how the annual 
multi-million dollar post office deficit can be cut in half while 
actually improving the service."

In addition to removing politics from the post office, the 


commission's recommendations would decentralize postal 
service, and reset rates to cover costs on certain special 
services. 


"There has been tremendous development and many 


changes in this country since 1836," said Stuart, "but the 
United States post office department basically has remained 
unchanged since that date. Today the post office is big busi- 
ness. It employs 500,000 persons, operates 42,000 branches, 
maintains 24,000 buildings, and its revenues are $1.3 billions 
a year. Its deficit, which increases annually, is expected to 
run around $500 million this year. No private firm could re- 
main in business with a similar record of loss. Moreover, no 
private business could have grown to such proportions if 
operated along similar lines.

"A bureaucracy t§ end all bureaucracies, the post office 


is an over-centralized department with outmoded methods 
and equipment, using cumbersome budgeting and accounting 
systems, and regulated by a staggering maze of rules and re- 
strictions. 


"Each of the 42,000 postmasters in the country must 


write to Washington on the simplest matters. Typewriters 
average 20 years old, while some of the motorized equipment 
is so ancient that it is impossible to secure parts, and re- 
placements have to be turned out in a machine shop. Six 
years is considered the maximum performance for a truck in 
private business, but the average for all post office vehicles 
is 15 years. There are two pounds and eleven ounces, or 961 
pages, of postal laws and regulations.

"It is not surprising that such chaos results in an eco- 


nomic fiasco. What is amazing is that the American people 
—the taxpayers who are footing the bill—allow it to con- 
tinue. 


"Every dollar of waste in government today adds just 


that much more fuel to the raging fire of inflation. On the 
other hand, every government dollar that can be saved means 
a stronger, less vulnerable America Unless the citizens in 
this, and in every other, state make themselves heard on this 
issue, it is quite possible that the post office reforms bill will 
continue being 'tabled.' "• •

Stuart is one of 30 leading citizens throughout the coun- 


. try who recently signed a joint statement to President Tru- 
man and congress pointing out that the first six months of 
the 82nd congress "have been characterized by a single lack 
of legislative activity." 


The statement said that President Truman has submit- 


ted only one Hoover Commission reorganization plan to con- 
gress during this session, while during 1949 and '50 the 81st 
congress enacted 50 per cent of the Hoover Commission's 
recommendations.

"It would be bad enough to see this report defeated 


openly by the forces of bureaucratic indifference and group 
selfishness," the statement read. "To see it go down through 
sheer neglect would be a national tragedy."

The 
nervous system includes i 


the brain, the spinal cord, and an 
enormous number of nerves run- 
ning around the body and forming 
a connecting network of the ut- 
most importance. 
If anything in 


this complicated system is poorly 
formed at birth or Is Injured by 
disease or accident the operation 
of many functions can go wrong. 
A few of the more common nerv- 
ous diseases will 
therefore be 


discussed this week. 


Epilepsy, which is the 
most 


common cause of fits, is certainly 
a nervous disease which causes 
many heartaches and raises many 
problems. This disease arises in 
the brain and Its seeds, at least, 
are present at birth. 


Epilepsy is inherited and this 


has given rise to many questions 
about marriage and children. On 
this question the 
best opinion 


seems to be that some victims of 
epilepsy can matt-y 
and 
have 


children without much risk to the 
offspring and others cannot. 


How to decide this is difficult, 


however, and requires judgment 
and the careful interpretation, of 
all the facts Including the results 
of the elcctroencephalograph which 
shows the electrical brain waves. 


In view of this knowledge it 


seems hard to explain the "atti- 
tude" described in S. I-.'s letter: 
"When a man's nervous trouble 
ha* been diagnosed as epilepsy 


what is his duty towards his wife 
and family? 
If over a period ot 


years the patient rejects and re- 
sents medical assistance what are 
his wife's responsibilities?" 


To this one can only say that 


the man in question is being un- 
fair to himself as well 
as his 


family and' all the wife can do is 
to try to change his mind. 


It is known that not all people 


who have the basic brain pattern 
for epilepsy have fits, and of those 
who do, some are mild and come 
far apart But thanks principally 
to the electroencephalograph, it is 
possible to tell a good deal more 
about the outlook for a person 
with epilepsy. 
DRUGS A HELP 


There la constant study of epi- 


lepsy going on and several drugs 
are available which in many cases 
lessen the severity of the attacks 
and make them come at longer 
intervals. 


Epilepsy, then, is a disease of 


the nervous system which has not 
yet been conquered 
but 
about 


which much is known and which 
should not b« viewed too pessimis- 
tically by those afflicted or by 
their relativea.
